MEDICAL MEN say that cancer 
is making terrible inroads on 
tbe Canadian people. Nearly S,000 
of our population die each year 
tbroiigh this dread disease, while it 
IS estimated that cancer causes SA 
many deaths among persons oveir 
forty-five years of age, if not more, 
ihan consumption^ 

Any hints sl$ to how to prevent 
the spread o£ it should be welcomed 
therefore. 

Thia is the advice given by an 
eminent medical man: 

That a ivart or sore occurring on' 
the lower lip on a man after forty- 
five years of age should not be ne- 
glected; that any sore or swelling 
oeeurring on the tongue or inEt'de 
of the mouth on a man alter forty- 
five years of age should be submit- 
ted for c^araifiation at once,* that 
moles or other growths of the. skin , 
exposed to constant irrilMion should 
be immediately removed; and that 
no reliance should be placed on med- 
icine adverCijcd as eanccr-cure.

Sir William Hearst addressed the 
conference, emphasizing the impor- 
tance of the potato industry, and as- 
suring the glowers of tbe readiness 
of the Department of Agriculture to 
do everything possible to put the
